We incline to a belief that Epictetus 
was about right, but we call his atten- 
tion to the fact that he has not provid- 
ed for the case where evil is said of 
somebody else. You have, Sir Epic., 
painted scandal, the Gorilla, very faith- 

fully, but where is the tail? You have 
pictured Dame Honesty with spirit, 
but where is Mrs. Gamp? You will 
own that a Gorilla is very incomplete 
without his narative, and we submit 
that Dame Honesty always looks un- 
comfortable unless accompanied by 
Mrs. G. or some famous lie-peddler, 
who knowing that she deserves the 
hate of mankind righteously resolves 
to make companions for herself. And 
when we say Mrs Gamp we do not for 
a moment doubt that there are mascu- 
line Gamps equally industrious and 
brilliant. Admitting then that, in 
California we will say, there are good 
people who are always pained at the 
sins of their neighbors, and having 
considered the ways of these good 
moralists we find the following to be 
their rule. 

If evil be said of thy neighbor, and 
it be true, tell it straightway to each 
chance acquaintauce together with 
such embelishments as thy talent may 
afford, lest thy neighbor, having sinned, 
incline to repent and condone his 
offense. 

If it be a lic, tell it just the same, 
being careful, however, to state that, 
although coming from good authority, 
and only half of the story, it may 
possibly be exaggerated a little, al- 
though you can't say as to that. A lie 
should always be repeated, lest sinners 
begin to thind that you take no note 
of public opinion. Any theory which 
makes you accountable for your own 
acts and prevents your neighbor frem 
lying abeut you is faulty, and will not 
prevail. Rest assured, Sir, or Madam, 
that Mrs. Gamp knows your character 
perfectly, and lies about you persist- 

ently, and if you refuse to lie about 
her you are merely wasting your op- 
portunities and ovght to suffer. If, 
however, you can prove yourself the 
most clever liar of her acquaintance 
she respects you through fear, and says 
you're not as bad as you're painted.

After the Butchers. 

San Francisco is just now very 
much incensed over the exactions of 
the various monopolies which govern 
the drink and meat part of that city. 
The Argonaut thus discusses the meat 
merchantand the degree of his monop- 
oly; 

We new consider the butchers. This 
monopoly is the most impudent, inso- 
lent, inexcusable and unnecessary of 
all. Let any man in any part of the 
‘city butcher animals within the laws 
of health and cleanliness. Let any 
man kill a beast in his own parlor, if 
he pleases, so long as he does not com. 
mit a nuisance, offensive to his neigh 
bor. This butchers’ monopoly is the 
deal ofa marked pack. Whenever 
God, in his kind providence, shall give 
us seven honest, intelligent men in the 
Board of Supervisors, this evil can be 
cured inten minutes, but until that 
time (and we believe it is far distant) 
a set of rich and arrogant butchers will 


continue to impose prices upon us for 
meat 8314 per cent in excess of its 


value. 

It will be remembered that the 
wholesale butchers have made extra- 
ordinary efforts to stifle the new enter- 
prise of shipping dressed meats in re- 

cars. They even went so 
far as to pay high prices for beef and 
attempt the purchase of Nevada's 
stock so that they might still control 
prices. It is probable that such com- 


plaints as the above will bring relief, 


and that relief will be a saving to the 
stock raiser as well as the consumer.

The Silver State publishes the fol- 
lowing as observed by a Humboldter 
on a late visit: . 


Fully one-third of the farms in Iowa, 
Kansas and Nebraska, are mortgaged 
to National banks. 


The mortgages were given when 
greenbacks were worth from 65 to 80 
cents on the dollar, and, unless they 
are cancelled before next January, they 
will have to be paid in coin, if the Re- 
sumption Act is not repealed. Every- 
body but the bond holders rejoiced at 
the passage of the silver bill. 


The Republican and Democratic 
parties are virtually abandoned by the 
people, who are almost unanimously 
in favor of the repeal of the Resump- 
tion Act, and declaring for the green- 
back party. 

Counties in Kansas, which gave 
Peter Cooper less than a dozen votes 
at the Presidential election, have since 
elected candidates on the Greenback 
platform by large majorities. 

The winter has been unusually wet, 
and the mud on the prairies when he 
left, a week ago, was from six inches 
to a foot deep. 

There is no gold, and very little sil- 
ver in circulation, and banks consider 
it a favor to exchange greenbacks for 
twenty-dollar pieces. 


Times are hard, money scarce, and 
the people determined to secure the 
repeal of the Resumption Act and 
National bank laws, and make green- 
backs and silver the money of the 
country. 


Items from Bodie. 


There is abeut six feet or snow on 
the level in Lake District. 


The weather in Bodie is reported to 
be delightful and coin scarce. 


The Richey was sold last week to F. 
Hankey, of San Francisco. Terms re- 
served. 

An opposition stage line from Car- 
son to Aurora and Bodie will soon be 
put on. The read is improving. 

John Peters was a few days ago 
found in a shaft 110 feet deep, near 
the Black Hawk mine, into which he 
had fallea while intoxicated, and en- 
deavoring to reach his home. Strange 
to say no bones were broken, and the 
man was comparatively uninjured. 

Following is the full text of the 
bill iatroduced the other day by Sen- 
ator Cockrell to authorize the deposit 
of silver bullion or bars and issue cer- 
tificates therefor: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is hereby author- 
ized and directed to receive deposits 
of silver bullion or bars with the 
Treasurer or any Assistant Treasurer 
of the United States,in sums of not 
less than $20, estimating 41214¢ grains 
troy weight of standard silver to the 
dollar; to issue certificates therefor in 
denominations of not less than $20 
each, corresponding with denomina- 
tions of United States notes; and such 
certificates shall be in the form of cer- 
tificates now authorized and issued for 
gold bullion, and shall be payable to 
the depositor or bearer and shall be 
receivable at par in payment of duties 
on imports, taxes, and all public dues, 
and shall be payable by the Treasurer 
or any Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States in silver dollars or 
United States notes, and when so paid 
such bullion shall become the property 
of the United States. 
And,already the specific contract 


business begins to play an important 
part in affairs. The savings bank de- 
positors in San Francisco were afraid 
that they would be paid in silver, and 
it was necessary for the directors of 
these institutions to ensure them to the 
contrary. Another scare is thus dis- 
posed of and another insult leveled at 
the dollar of our sires.
